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Center Restaurant Proposed 
II Liquor License Granted

The Ldu family plans to open their Beijing restaurant 


in the old High’s location in 
the end of the year. 

The 70-to-80-«eat restaurant 
would duplicate thedr Laurel res¬ 
taurant with an upgraded decor. 
The architect has drawn the 
plans, which include placing the 
chef's wok in the window of what 
was the Realty 1 store so pas- 
sers-^by can watch. If the res¬ 
taurant is as successful as the 
Laurel one has been, the owners 
hope to expand with a roof gar¬ 
den. 

Dennis Liu, owner and mana¬ 
ger of the Laurel Beijing, which 
opened two years ago on Route 
One near Contee Road, told the 
News Review last week that he 
personally would come to Green- 
belt to manage the new restau¬ 
rant and would bring his chief 
chef, his brother-in-law, to en¬ 
sure that the taste of the food 
and quality of the service would 
be exactly the same. 

Liu Family 

Liu's two sisters, Feng Lin Lee 
atMl LAWy Lin Zhang, would own. 
the Greenbelt facility, but the 
entire family would continue to 
work both restaurants. Liu has 
enlarged the Laurel store twice 
in the two years it has been in 
operation. 

Liu came to the United States 
from mainland China with his 
family when he was 16. They 
lived in Springhill Lake until 
three years ago, Liu attended 
Greenbelt Junior High School for 
two years, graduated from Elea¬ 
nor Roosevelt in 1983 and the 
University of Maryland in 1988, 
receiving a degree in electrical 
engineering. His brother-in-law, 
who learned his trade in China 
and was the chef at a Chinese 
restaurant in the Greenbelt area, 
persuaded Liu to step aside from 
his career path to help open their 
own restaurant. Liu had spent 
his student years waiting tables 
in all the Greenbelt Chinese res¬ 
taurants. He expected to devote 
six months or so to the new 
venture and then return to engi¬ 
neering. Now, he's not so sure. 
“I've gotten involved here," he 
said. 

Liquor License 

The Ldu's have signed a 20-year 
lease with property owner George 
Christacos, contingent upon ac¬ 
quiring a liquor license. 

They are currently one of six 
businesses seeking the only new 
Class B beer, wine and liquor 
license available from the county 
liquor board this year. Attorney 
Sal Daniello appeared before 
council at the July 3 work session 
to seek the city's support for the 
application. The hearing before 
the liquor board is sheduled for 
July 26. An added hurdle is the 
legal requirement that a liquor 
license cannot be acquired for 
a business within 1000 feet of a 
school. City Manager James K. 
Giese told Dandello, “It is staff's 
belief that you do not have 1000 
feet." The liquor board spokes¬ 
person told the News Review that 
the board measured the distance 


the Roosevelt Center before 

from the Beijing Restaurant to 
Center School at 757 feet. 

The spokesperson said that the 
Co-op grocery store, which also 
has a liquor license, has had to 
meet the same distance require¬ 
ment. The liquor board's investi¬ 
gation of the Co-op's 1977 appli¬ 
cation to extend its license to 
Sunday sales states there are no 
schools or churches within 1000 
feet of the store. A spokesper¬ 
son for the liquor board told the 
News Review the distance is now 
measured from the “closest door 
of the school" along the pedes¬ 
trian route to the store seeking 
the license. A waiver from the 
1000 foot requirement could be 
sought on the basis of the 
school's planned closing within 
two years, Daniello said, 

Daniello explained to council 
there would no bar for pa¬ 
trons, but rather a service bar 
for waiters to serve dining pa¬ 
trons. An upscale restaurant, he 
said, required that alco-hol be 
available, though the percent¬ 
age of dollars spent on drinks at 
the present Beijing is low, 10 to 
15 percent, he thought. 

Council 

CounciTs first reaction last 
week was to seek a meeting with 
the property owner George Chris¬ 
tacos to hear his plans to begin 
renovation of the building this 
fall after the city completes its 
street, sidewalk and landscape 
work. 

Council member Antoinette 
Bram asked about parking. The 
city owns the three parking lots 
around Roosevelt Center. “You 
would have the right to help us," 
lesponded Daniello. The owners 
expect some of their patrons 
would walk. 

Council usually takes no posi¬ 
tion on an application for a li¬ 
quor license, Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld expained to Danie»llo. Weid- 
enfeld said that he did “recog¬ 
nize your desire for support” in 
competing against others for the 
liquor license. 

Bram asked about the hours of 
operation. The restaurant would 
open at 11 a.m, seven days a 
week and close at 9:30 p.m. Sun¬ 
day through Thursday and at 10 
p.m. on Friday and Saturday, 
Daniello said. Bram wants to 
hear what citizens think. 

“This plan fits into our con¬ 
cepts,” council member Joseph 
Isaacs told Daniello, 

“T think you want the city's 
support and we want your help 
with the owner.” 

It is very important to get a 
quality tenant committed to the 
vacant store, agreed Giese. But 
he echoed Isaac's desire to pin 
down Christacos on his plans, 
something the city has been un¬ 
able to do thus far. 

This could provide the motiva¬ 
tion to upgrade the entire center, 
Weidenfeld added.

North End Transfer 
May BePassed July 16 

The Greenbelt City Council at 
its regular meeting on Monday, 
July 16 is expected to introduce 
a resolution dealing with the 
transfer of North End School 
to the county. If council agrees 
to suspend the rules, final ap¬ 
proval of the resolution could 
occur that night. In exchange, 
the county is expected to trans¬ 
fer Cen-ter School to the city. 

Apparently the city is pre¬ 
pared to finalize the transfer 
of North End School, especially 
in light of a commitment by 
County Executive Parris Glen- 
dening to “work with our State 
legislators and the Governor to 
secure up to $400,000 in State 
and local funds" for the remod¬ 
eling of the Center School build¬ 
ing so that asbestos removal and 
demolition of the old North End 
School can begin. 


Meeting With Christacos 

Council met with George Chris¬ 
tacos on Monday, July 9 for more 
than an hour. Together they ham¬ 
mered out an agreement. Chris¬ 
tacos will begin the exterior 
renovation of the two original 
buildings at Roosevelt Center 
this fall. To ensure that he will 
follow the design and color con¬ 
cepts developed by the city's 
architect Lethbridge, the city 
asked for a facade easement. 
Council also asked for a time- 
certain by which the work would 
be done. They settled on June 30, 
1991. If the work has not been 
accomplished, the city can take 
over, have the work done and 
assess the property owner. Chris¬ 
tacos said: “Word it any way you 
want to. I'm willing to sign it." 

In return for these assurances 
that the oldest buildings at the 
Center will be greatly improved 
within the next year, council 
agreed to suppo-rt the application 
for a liquor license for the 
Beijing and a waiver of the 
1000 foot requirement. 

Christacos made it clear to 
council that he must have the 
20-year lease of a major tenant 
in order to finance the renova¬ 
tion. “I don't enjoy watching my 
property deteriorate," he said. 

Council is prepared to hold a 
special meeting on July 24, if 
needed, so that there is adequate 
time to draw up a written agree¬ 
ment that satisifies all parties. 
Staff did not believe the work 
could be accomplished before the 
next regular meeting on July 16.

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Goodbye to the Sycamores 

Of course we all miss the sycamore trees that used to 
shade Centerway. The stark, sun-baked area, left only with 
dirt and broken sidewalks and blacktop passages is ugliness 
itself. The trees were the only pleasant spots on the site. 

Yet not until the men came to pull them out did we 
realize how sick they were. The roots of some were barely 
strong enough to keep them upright, and once the replace¬ 
ment work was made on the adjoining sidewalks, nothing 
could have kept them alive. 

We remember the well-intentioned effort to commem¬ 
orate the tree on Crescent Road where Eleanor Roosevelt 
had stood when she came out to view the first construction 
work in Greenbeit. Erection of surrounding fences inter¬ 
fered with the root system and the tree soon died. On Cen¬ 
terway the entire sidewalk system will be removed and 
replaced, and the cobblestones will be reinstated but set m 
concrete for a smoother pavement. It’s far better to include 
new, vigorous and more resistant trees when the othei: work 
is done than to watch the old trees weaken and die and need 
replacement in any case. 

So goodbye to the sycamores—never quite comfortable 
on an urban street. We welcome the London planes.

eariier meetings. Coutane ex¬ 
plained that “soil on top of a 
parking garage bakes and the re¬ 
sulting green is scrubby. You 
don't get the oomph out of the 
shade.” His response to heat 
build-up is to ‘'mask the peri¬ 
meter walls with large shade 
trees.” His new plans include 
larger size pin oaks, as requested 
by the city, to be planted around 
the building.

Storage Shed 

City staff again reviewed the 
potential locations for a storage 
shed and outdoor storage com¬ 
pound: both at the Hamilton 
Place site behind the Greenbeit 
Homes boat and trailer storage 
areas, a shed at Hamilton Place 
and an outdoor compound at the 
lake park or both at the lake 
park.

•On June 4, a public hearing: 
was held concerning the pifetce- 
ment of a storage compound at 
the end of Hamilton Place, which 
is part of the recently acquired 
72-acre former school board prop, 
erty. About 75 people attended, 
and all who spoke expressed 
strong opposition to the expan¬ 
sion of the Public Works Facility 
at that site. 

You wou*ld think that in the 
face of such overwhelming op¬ 
position, that the proposal would 
be short-lived. But that is not the 
Case.. 

At a city council work session 
held on July 3, City Manager 
James K. Giese again presented 
the Hamilton Pfetce proposal, 
stating in his letter to council 
that “I have listened +o all 
citizen comments, and remain 
convinced that the best interests 
of the city as a whole would be 
served by providing for the 
building and materials srtorage 
yard at the location originallv 
proposed. As an altemrative, staff 
would propose const-ruotino^ the 
building alone with or without 
a fenced enclosure around the 
building.” 

Even if “just” a storage shed 
was built, it would most certain¬ 
ly lay the groundwork for ex¬ 
panding it to its original scope 
further down the line. 

In addition, I distinctly remem¬ 
ber during the ceremony in June 
1989 when County Executive 
Parris Glendening handed over 
the school board property to the 
city, that he explicitly stated that 
the land be used for non-construc- 
tion purposes. In light of that, 
the construction of a storage fa¬ 
cility on the 72 acres would go 
against the spirit and intent in 
which this land, part of the orrg- 
green Jfcit, was acquired by 
She city.

On Mbnday morning, July 2, I 
received a very bad shock. As I 
was passing Roosevelt Center, I 
found that a city bulldozer (ac¬ 
tually a very large front end 
loader) was about to pu^h over 
its last sycamore tree, which was 
one of four particularly healthy 
and beautiful trees planted in 
1937, that had been slated for 


preservation. I was so upset that 
I immediately demanded that 
work be stopped until I could 
find out why this was happening. 
I then went to the City Munici¬ 
pal Building for an answer. Ac¬ 
cording to the Planning and De¬ 
velopment Coordinator, Celia 
Wilson, I was right, almost. At 
the Center Master Plan hearing 
that I had attended, council had 
decided after nuuch debate that 
these four trees (along with some 
others), two next to Sovran Bank 
and two on the otb^r end of the 
Center, would be preserved. 

But at subsequent meetings it 
was decided that the curb line 
woir^d' be extendp'^ TV>oT*ofoirp 
these four trees also had to >^6 
removed. In other words, the 
trees whose shade I had enjoyed 
nearly all my life were removed 
so that we could have a little 
more concrete. 

Actually the shock I received 
was my own fault because I had 
taken council's decision as final, 
and I had failed to go to each 
and every meeting on this sub¬ 
ject. 

To me, those trees were as 
much a part of the Center and 
the original town plan as the 
buildings they shaded. Maybe I'm 
just too sentimental, some may 
even say I am a radical when 
it comes to protecting our city’s 
character and integrity, or in 
wanting to save the last of the 
green belt as a forest and wild¬ 
life preserve. But just maybe my 


rather strong feelings for my 
community are really the end re¬ 
sult of what the plan for the 
original city of Greenbelt was all 
about, which among many things 
was community involvement and 
city pride.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again ! ! 

In dealing with the hot weather one of the most common and fre¬ 
quent complaints is that the air conditioning system seems not to 
function as well as it once did or it takes too long to get cold. Well 
first thing is to take a temperature reading at the middle air duct 
in the dash board area. Ideally, we would consider if the system 
is producing a 25 degree difference from outside ambient air tem¬ 
perature, the system is in proper operation. Figure that if it's 96 
outside and the a/c system is blowing at 70 this would be consid¬ 
ered normal. You have to take in consideration two main 
factors, one being that the intense sunlight heats up the interior 
at a faster rate than it is cooled, second the drive train components 
radiate heat, also this heats up the area. This is why the system 
feels cooler in the morning hours than in the afternoon, 

A few helpful ideas to weather you through the heat, one of which 
would be to use a sun screen on the dash area to block out the 
radiation. 

When placing the a/c system in operation when getting into your 
vehicle in the middle of the afternoon use the normal setting, this 
mode of function brings in the outside air for cooling at 97 de¬ 
grees where if you had it on max a/c it would be using air from 
inside the passenger compartment at 110 degrees or higher. Until 
the compartment becomes cool then switch over to the most suit¬ 
able selector for yourself. 

And last, but not least, make sure your preventive mainten¬ 
ance schedules are up to date. The a/c system does place addi¬ 
tional stress onto the engine assembly so keep it up to snuff and 
it will perform good throughout the rest of these hot days.
